Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is in response to the communication filed on 6/24/08.

3. Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7 and 1 1 are pending in this action. 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7 and 1 1 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7 and 1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7 and 11: the claims are directed to frame and slot 
synchronization. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest — if a 
correlation data is less than a predefined value, halting the processing of a second 
synchronization channel, as recited particularly in claims 14; and/or a processor, 
responsive to provided data subsequent to a slot synchronization from a primary 
synchronization element, for halting the second synchronization element as a function 
of the provided data, as recited particularly in claim 7. Fig. 3 of the drawings shows the 
embodiment defined by claims 1 , 4 and 7.
